McCaffrey is too light a man to stand 
Sullivan's rushes, and I am surprised 
that he stood up as long as he did. I 
am working hard and getting rapidly in- 
to shape. I shall not be caught nap- 
ping when I am called on Sei t. 15 to 
stand before Sullivan in Baltimore, and I 
hope to give a good account of myself." 


Tlie lilove Contest. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 31.—The match be- 
tween John L. Sullivan and Dominick 
McCaffrey, on Saturday, did not attract 
so great a number of people as was 
expected. At 4 o'clock, when it was 
thought the battle would begin, there 
were not more than 
5,000 people at 
Chester Park. The men were not ill- 
behaved, nor did they manifest the 
least impatience at the delay in open- 
ing the exhibition. It was 6 o'clock 
when the preliminary boxing began- 
The platform for the match was set in 
the middle of the track, between the 
two stands, and was thirty feet square 
and five feet from the ground. The 
inner ring of twenty-four feet was 
marked by three ropes and eight posts, 
which were padded on the inner side. 
The spectators were admitted to a rope 
within twenty feet, and besides filled 
the stands, the fences, and all other 
•vailable point«. 
An ample poUe» 


force prevented any breaking of ropes. 
From 4:30 to 5 p. m. the time was spent 
in a number of short boxing matches, 
which were indulged in to awaken 
enthusiasm, 
when 
one man was 
knocked senseless on the ropes. 
This 
kept attention so closely that John L. 
Sullivan was not observed pushing his 
way to the platform, and was not 
recognized until he mounted it, when 
there was a brief burst of applause. 
He wore a silk armor over his breast, 
but his arms were bare. His cream- 
colored tights were held up with a 
green sash. He was accompanied by 
his seconds, Arthur Chambers and 
Tom Deloy, and went to his corner. 
Ten minutes later, William Muldoon, 
master of ceremonies, made a formal 
call for McCaffrey, or for some friend 
to go after him. A cheer was the re- 
sponse, 
and a 
carriage 
appeared 
with the other contestant. McCaffrey 
was received with wild outbursts of 
enthusiasm. He seemed to be in per- 
fect condition. He was attired the 
same as Sullivan, except that his flesh- 
colored tights were held by a maroon 
sash. Some time was spent in select- 
ing a referee between Messrs. Lunt and 
O'Brien, McCaffrey's seconds, and those 
of Sullivan. William Taite, of Toledo, 
was called for, but declined ; later he 
reconsidered and accepted, and at 5:21, 
the men shook hands, and the first 
round began amidst breathless still- 
ness. McCaffrey made the first lead; 
Sullivan stopped it easily, and in the 
cautious work which followed, both 
succeeded in getting in slight blows. 
McCaffrey ducked to avoid a heavy 
blow, and as he arose struck wildly at 
Sullivan, and was pressed to the ropes, 
where he fell to his knee. Rising, they 
clinched. Sullivan managed to give 
McCaffrey a light blow as they did so. 
This was repeated, and the round 
closed. 


Second round— There was but a min- 
ute's breatliing spell. 
Sullivan opened 
the fight by a blow which MeC .flrey 
artfully evaded. 
McCafirey then made 
a fierce drive at Sullivan which he 
dodged, but McCaffrey j^ave him a re- 
sounding tap on the back of the neck, 
as he recovered, which started a cho- 
rus of cheers. Another of the same 
kind set McCaifrey's admirers wild. A 
clinch followed, Sullivan getting an- 
other blow on McCaffrey. He then 
pushed McCaffrey to the ropes, where 
danger seemed imminent, but McCaf- 
frey slipped away, and the men went to 
their corners. 


Tiiird round—This was the worst for 
iVIcCatTrey. He struck out for Sulli- 
van, but to no purpose, and in the quick 
work that followed. McCaffrey slipped 
down. Sullivan then began to push 
McCaffrey, and the latter took up the 
tactics of running away, but finally 
made a stroke which Sullivan easily 
eluded. 
Quick as thought Sullivan 
closed on McCaffrey, and pressed him 
down. 
Growing apparently vicious, he 
drove McCaffrey towards his own cor- 
ner. and pushed him down across the 
ropes. 
Here some one called time, and 
many thought the round had closed, 
but the referee told the men to go on, 
and they did. Sullivan crowded Mc- 
Catirey to his own corner, where, 
either by Sullivan's blow or trippingf 
against a chair, he stepped almost olì 
the platform. 
McCaffrey was more 
cautious, and closed with Sullivan, each 
delivering short range blows of no force. 
After McCatlrey was pressed 
down 
a second time, the time expired. 


Fourth round—Sullivan opened the 
round with a blow on McCaffrey's jaw. 
It looked as though McCatìVey's powers 
were waning, while Sullivan Avas ap- 
parently fresh. McCaffrey made no 
ventures, but continually cluni? to Sul- 
livan. 
Sullivan managed to reach the 
side of McCaffrey's nose, and to bring a 
show of blood. 
The round ended with 
another fall by McCaffrey, though not 
claimed as a knock-down. 


Fifth round—Both meu seemed will- 
ing to be careful. They played with 
each other for a 
when McCaffrey 


Pfot a liffht blow in on Sullivan. 
Then 
Sullivan attacked, but McCaffrey ran 
away, and the latter then returned the 
attack, which Sullivan escaped by his 
favorite method of ducking. 
After 
more play, with no work, the time ex- 
pired. 


Sixth round—S ullivan now seemed 
desperate, althongli it was apparent 
that he was growin«? weary, while 
McCaffrey was fresher. Sullivan closed, 
and then gave a number of blows and 
separated. 
Sullivan kept pushing his 
adversary around, and wtien near the 
ropes they clinched, and both fell. 
Rising, Sullivan closed again, but this 
time McCaffrey got away without a fall, 
and delivered a light blow on Sullivan, 
who sent a terrific blow back, but 
McCaffrey ducked and escaped, and the 
time of the sixth round expired. 


Instantly there was a shout all over 
the vast crowd, which, by this time, 
seemed to have swollen to 7,000, in 
honor of McCaffrey, whom they all 
supposed had won the match.

Some time ago a statement was tele- 
graphed from this city that a conflict 
of authority had arisen between Secre- 
tary Endicott and Lieutenant General 
Sheridan. Also that a similar contlict 
had occurred betweftn ex-Secretary Lin- 
coln and the Lieutenant General of tlie 
army. 
Also stated that the ex-Secre- 
tary wrote a letter to General Sheri- 
dan, defining the authority of both. All 
these assertions are denied 
by army 
officers. 
Ex-Secretary Lincoln, how- 
ever, did communicate with General 
Sheridan upon the subject, as I have 
shoAvn by the letter dated Januarv 17 
last, addressed to General Sheridan, 
which will be published in the Armi/ 


and 
Navij 
Jounial. 
This letter is 
very lenj^thy, and in it Mr. Lincoln 
gave his ideas of the authority at- 
tached to the oltice of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. 
He quotes Lieutenant General 
Sheridan's statement that "I am in 
command of the Commissary General of 
Subsistence, inasmuch as the Commis- 
sary General is part of the United 
States Army, of which I am in com- 
mand." 
The letter proceeds to state 
that such a claim has no precedence in 
history, as far as the knowledge of the 
writer extf nds. 
As to the duties of the 
Commanding 
Generai, Mr. 
Lincoln 
considers that olficer an adviser of the 
Secretary of War, in a multitude of 
matters, in which, however, final action 
must be ui)on the responsibility of the 
Secretary. 
He encloses a memoran- 
dum list of orders which he considers 
as having been irregularly issued by 
the Commandinpf General, and 
con- 
cludes : 
"1 have no wish to aggrandize 
my own exclusive functions, or to dimin- 
ish your command. My personal friend- 
ship, as well as my high respect for 
you as an otlicer. would alike prevent 
such action. 
But it is a duty I cannot 
avoid to preserve intact the exclusive 
authority re(iuired by law, regulations 
and customs, to lie exercised 
by the 
Secretary of 
Wa-, and take 
such 
measures as will, without fail, accom- 
plish that end. 
I trust this letter will 
be the only measure required for the 
purpose." 
Within a few days past, 
copies of the abova 
communication 
have been sent to the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of the army, and the generals com- 
manding the various divisions. 


Mr. A. M. Keiley was at the State De- 
partment yesterday, settling up his ac- 
counts. 
He has not yet resigned as 
United States Minister to Austria, but 
will do so. He does not desire any re- 
appointment in the diplomatic service. 
In fact, it was at his own suggestion 
that he did not go to A^ientia, when op- 
position was shown him, but returned 
to this country. 
Mr. Keiley's i^ublic 
service was first solicited by himself. 
He was endorsed by the entire Virginia 
delegation. 
The President appointed 
him as Minister to Italy. 
That gov- 
ernment sent a protest to the authori- 
ties, against the appointment, because 
of his speech a number of years ago at 
Richmond, 
Virj^inia, against 
Victor 
Emanuel. 
After the presentation of 
the protest, Mr. Keiley voluntarily re- 
signed, saying he did not wish to em- 
barrass the administration. 
He was 
then appointed Minister to Vienna. 
Within two days after the appointment 
was announced, the Austrian Minister 
in this city intimated that it would be 
"disagreeable" to Mr. and Mrs. Keiley 
to live in Vienna, because the latter 
was a Jewess. 
Secretary Bayard sent 
a communication to the foreign repre- 
sentative, in which he spoke only of the 
complaint ar'ainst Mrs. Keiley. 
The 
letter was earnest and dignified, taking 
the ground that would naturally be 
taken against such a complaint. 
Aft- 
erwards came a cablegram from Mr. 
Lee, charge 
(Taffairii 
at Vienna, say- 
ing that the Austrian government had 
refused to receive Mr. Keiley, and had 
declined to give any reason for its 
action. 
No intimation of the cause has 
been received here. 
There is a suspi- 
cion, however, that the Italian Minis- 
ter at Vienna is the direct cause of the 
Australian government's final action. 
The question of whether or not some 
one shall be appointed United States 
Minister to Austria has not been oon" 
gidered either by the President or Seo* 
retary of State since the refusal ol Ans' 
to reoeiye-Mr;

stood up against Sullivan through six 
rounds, and seemed able and willing to 
go on to a finish. He was overwhelmed 
with congratulations, while 
Sullivan 
was left to be oared for by his attend- 
ants only. As the crowd understood 
the terms, it was a draw, and thus a 
virtual victory for the young Pittsburgh 
boxer; but after some time, when three- 
fourths of the people had started for 
the train, and while the remainder 
were in loud discussion of the merits of 
the match, Mr. Muldoon made an an- 
nouncement, which only a few heard, 
that the referee had decided to give the 
match to Sullivan, on the ground that 
he had made the greater number of 
points. The announcement was wholly 
inaudible at the press seats, and various 
Versions of it were circulated, among 
others that it was given because of afoul. 
Sullivan left the platform with no dem- 
onstrations in his honor, but McCaf- 
frey's friends were jubilant, notwith- 
standing the referee's decision. 
They 
lifted him to their shoulders and bore 
him, amid the cheers of spectators, to 
his carriage. 
The decision was decid- 
edly unpopular, probably owing to the 
doubtful understanding of terms. 
It 
was generally supposed that Sullivan 
had to knock McCaffrey out in six 
rounds or less, in order to win, and 
McCaffrey himself stated, after the 
match was over, that he thought so. 
He even wanted to go on to a finish, 
but that was impossible, as Sullivan 
had left the platform. Being asked if 
there was any ground for complaint of 
a foul, in that he had kicked Sullivan, 
he replied that there was none. 
On 
the contrary, he said, at one time when 
Sullivan was getting up from the fall, 
and had his back to him, one of Sulli- 
van's friends cried, "Look out, John;" 
but he told them not to be concerned, 
as he did not want to take any undue 
advantage. 


McCaffrey himself feds that he is the 
virtual winner. 
He fought at l<i5 
pounds, Sullivan at 205. He stood up 
through six rounds, and was willing to 
continue. 
There were not wanting 
persons who decried the exhibition as 
a poor one. Sullivan did not deliver 
one full blow. McCafi'rey probably ag- 
gregated as many hits as Sullivan, but 
his lighter weight made him appear 
weak in comparison with his antagon- 
ist. There is no question that the pop- 
ular vote would have been decidedly in 
his favor. While the spectators were 
generally 
well-behaved, there were 
several fights, and one that caused a 
general stampede, but without serious 
results. One of these contests took 
place on the edge of the platform, just 
after the 
tight was over. 
It wa 
between 
iMcCaiirey's 
brother 
and 
Arthur Chambers, but as the rush of 
men to the spot broke the platform 
down, the contest was bloodless and 
brief. John L. Sullivan looked none 
the worse for wear. Upon being asked 
his opinion of McCaffrey, he said: "I 
don't care to say mucii about him. 
He 
has made a great deal of newspaper 
talk about wanting to stand up blow for 
blow, and is a pretty clcver fellow, but 
if this prize-fight had been under the 
London prize ring rules, I would have 
knocked him out in the second round." 
Continuing, the champion remarked: 
"I am about done with fighting, any- 
how, I have whipped every man they 
have brought across the waters, and am 
not running around hunting new men 
to fight. ' 


Sullivan, in speaking of the referee's 
decision, said: "He gave me the fight 
because I had the best of it. 
McCaf- 
frey fouled me two or three times, and 
acted as if he were trying to get me to 
foul him." 


McCaflrey also presented an excel- 
lant appearance. 
He did not have 
much to say about the fight; but his 
backer, Billy O'Brien, showed a receipt 
for $100 forfeit money, now in the hands 
of Harry Weldon, sporting editor of 
the Enquirer, 
for a go with bare 
knuckles, with John L. Sullivan, time 
and place to be hereafter arranged. 
McCaffrey and his manager expressed 
confidence in the ability of the young 
Pittsburgher to down the champion in 
the future encounter. 


McCaffrey's challenge to Sullivan is 
for $2,500 and the championship of the 
world. Bare knuckles are to be the 
rule, and the fight to a finish. It is to 
take place in Wyoming, or any other 
place where it wUl not be interfered 
with, and to be fought in three months 
from the signing of articles.
